More than 700,000 new students are 
expected to flood the state college 
system by 2010, in what educators 
call “Tidal Wave II” - the largest en- 
rollment surge in state history. 

Although state universities are brac- 
ing for the influx, the Rancho 
Santiago Community College District 
has already felt the effects of this new 


wave. Santa Ana College enrollment 
has increased by more than 10,000 
since 1995 and figures are expected 
to rise. Fall 1999 enrollment figures 
for SAC and Santiago Canyon Col- 
lege are up 7.64 percent over fall 
1998. 

State education officials largely at- 
tribute the increase to more students 
taking advanced placement classes 
and a surge in the overall population. 

College campuses all over the state 
are preparing for the new students by 
constructing new facilities. At SAC, 
portable classrooms will likely be in- 


stalled to accommodate the new 
wave. Use of neighborhood sites will 
also increase to provide more class- 
room space. 

“Tidal Wave II” brings more than 
overcrowding problems to unpre- 
pared campuses. SAC Transfer Cen- 
ter Director Isaac Guzman says that 
class availability in the district and en- 
rollment options at four-year schools 
are also pressing issues. 

To make university acceptance 
more competitive, four-year schools 
are expected to cut remedial courses, 
sending unprepared students to com- 


munity colleges. 

The influx also presents a problem 
for transfer students applying to uni- 
versities, because of the increased 
competition. 

“There will be more students try- 
ing to get into the good schools, but 
some people won’t be able to,” 
Guzman said. The end result, he said, 
is students will have to opt for “lesser 
known and less desirable” schools. 

To ensure acceptance, Guzman sug- 
gests that students meet regularly with 
counselors and take transferrable 


classes. 
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Art teacher leads crusade to 


aid quake-ravaged Taiwan 


DISASTER: Students and 
faculty pool together money for 
Taiwanese colleagues.

Although the 7.6 magnitude 
earthquake that rocked central 
Taiwan two weeks ago happened 
on the other side of the Pacific 
Ocean, its effects were felt here 
at Santa Ana College by a group 
of art students and instructors. 

The SAC Ceramics Guild along 
with ceramics professor Patrick 
Crabb and the International Stu- 
dents Office have close ties with 
ceramic artists in Taiwan. They 
have sponsored Taiwanese art 
students and Crabb took 28 art 
students to Taiwan in January. 

One of the artists Crabb and his 
group met in Taiwan was Walter 
Wu, who arrived in the United 
States one week before the quake. 

“We’ve heard that almost every- 
one over there is OK,” Crabb said, 
“but there was a tragedy. Wu’s 
wife and young son were killed 
by the earthquake but his two 
young daughters survived. He 
was in Chicago when he heard (of 


the quake) and he flew back to 
LAX where he was told about his 
family. It almost killed him. He 
flew back (to Taiwan) right 
away.” 

Crabb quickly launched a hu- 
manitarian effort, collecting a to- 
tal of $3,110 in the two weeks 
following the quake. The money 
came from personal donations by 
SAC students and staff, many of 
whom attended a slide presenta- 
tion given by Wu, the SAC Ce- 
ramics Guild and the ISO. 

Wu’s home was located in the 
mountains near the epicenter. “He 
lost everything - his studio, home, 
and kiln, as well as his family. 
He is the sweetest man,” said 
SAC art student Grace Chang. 

Wu was to spend three months 
in the United States, mostly on the 
East Coast, teaching workshops 
and developing his personal art- 
work. 

In January SAC students visited 
Nantou, a city close to the epicen- 
ter of the quake and the site of 
extensive destruction and death. 
“There is a very large, historical, 
wood-firing kiln, high up in the 
mountains near Nantou, and it 
was partially destroyed,” said

Crabb. “The kiln is 75 to 80 years 
old and is the largest of its kind in 
Taiwan, and thus is culturally sig- 
nificant.” 

Crabb and his group of students 
met with the Woodfire Art Asso- 
ciation and spent four days firing 
the kiln. “This is where we devel- 
oped our close friendship,” Crabb 
said. 

The Snake Kiln’s original use 
was industrial but today the kiln 
is a cultural park, and has 
guided tours and a gift shop, 
with artists’ studios on the 
grounds. The kiln is run by the 
Woodfire Art Association, 
which is co-directed by Wu. 

Tony Ong, an artist and other 
co-director of the Woodfire Art 
Association, also lives in the 
Nantou area. He came to SAC 
as an artist-in-residence for a 
year in 1998, returning to Tai- 
wan with the SAC students and 
Crabb in January. According to 
Crabb, both Ong and his wife 
survived with minor damage to 
their home and studio. 

Money raised by Crabb will 
be used for humanitarian aid 
and to help reconstruct the 
Snake Kiln.

Fans of abstract art that 
requires close inspection will 
enjoy Harrison Storms’ Body, a 
collection of paintings and 
drawings now on display in 
Santa Ana College’s Art 
Gallery. 

A former SAC faculty 
member, Storms employs the 
use of pastels, acrylic and 
limestone to portray ghost-like 
figures. 

In his “Missing Person” 
series, Storms paints large, 
barely-there faces. A nose and 
two eyes are hardly 
recognizable under a mass of 
acrylic, creating images that 
look as if they’ve been worn 
away over time by exposure to

impressive - songs such as “You’re The Top,” 
“Friendship,” “I Get A Kick Out of You,” and the 
title song, “Anything Goes.”

harsh elements. 

Storms’ “Artificial Life” 
series consists of seven 
notebook size canvases. Each 
seem similar, with a mix of 
geometric lines and random 
brush strokes. However, with a 
closer look, each canvas 
reveals hidden secrets -- rough 
sketches of body forms and 
vibrant colors. 

The key to viewing Storms’ 
work is to look closer. For 
example, “Body #2" at first 
looks like an unfinished 
painting of a male body, but 
with further viewing the 
massive painting turns into a 
study of movement and the 
human figure. The face of the 
man is in two places at once -- 
the dominant image facing the 
viewer while behind it lies a 


faint profile. 

In his pastel work “Beyond 
the Wall #4" Storms draws a 
demented, Frankenstein-like 
figure with a jumble of 
undefined limbs and no face, 
creating a twisted, alien-like 
body. 

“This is My Body #4 and #5" 
takes up an entire wall in the 
gallery. A study of the artist’s 
body, the work is completely 
washed-out and leaves only 
traces of a torso and his legs. 

Overall, Storms’ works are a 
bit unconventional and random. 
Most are difficult to view 
because they seem unfinished, 
undefined and disjointed. 
However, the collection is 
worth a look for art-lovers. The 
exhibition continues through 
Oct. 27.

TRANSIT: A new proposed 
county rail system, targeted at 
commuter students, fails to 
serve Santa Ana College. 


In the early ‘90s, the Orange 
County Transportation Author- 
ity set out to develop a county 
rail system, with commuter 
students comprising a large 
share of its ridership. 

After much investigation, the 
CenterLine, a proposed multi- 
billion dollar urban rail system, 
was introduced to the public 


early this year for consideration. 


OCTA officials will seek 
resident input about the rail line 
in December, when the 
organization’s board of direc- 
tors, which includes Santa Ana 
Mayor Miguel Pulido, delivers

a “build” or “no build” verdict. 
~The 28-mile track will run 
through the center of Orange 
County, from Fullerton to 
Irvine, hitting major shopping 
centers, tourist attractions and 
universities. 

Stops at California State 
University at Fullerton and 
University of California at 
Irvine are included in proposed 
routes. But there is no stop for 
Santa Ana College. 

In Santa Ana, proposed routes 
follow Bristol or Main streets to 
First St., about a mile-and a- 
half from our campus, then 
makes an abrupt right turn, 
avoiding the college. 

OCTA officials say the 
estimated daily ridership of the 
rail is 60,000. Our college has a

potential ridership of 20,000, 
yet we are ignored. Until 
recently, we were never men- 
tioned in CenterLine’s plans. 

Hundreds of SAC students 
wait daily at bus stops adjacent 
to the college. Most students 
come from feeder schools in 
CenterLine’s path - and could 
directly benefit from the 
system. 

And if enroliment figures at 
continue to increase, it could 
only mean additional riders. 

According to SAC President 
Rita Cepeda, CenterLine 
representatives say SAC was not 
intentionally left out of the 
plans. 

The track makes a night turn, 
at First St., to make it easier to 
access a proposed transportation 


center near Broadway and Fifth 
streets. This makes a valid point 
but our students must be 
accommodated also. 

The CenterLine proposal is 
surrounded by controversy. 
Many residents think it’s just 
too complicated. Others see it as 
unnecessary construction in a 
county already plagued by 
congestion. Concerns about the 
removal of on-street parking, 
and traffic lanes, as well as 
noise, vibrations and crime were 
also expressed. 

Whatever your view is, 
express it to the board. Cepeda 
says she will alert students to 
future CenterLine discussions.

Public transportation needs tune-up

am one of the few that doesn’t hunt 
daily for a parking space at Santa Ana 


College. 


In fact, I’ve never had to fight for 
parking in my life and I consider myself 
lucky. That is, until I realize that I have 


no Car. 


The life of the car-less is an exercise in 
patience and compromise. It also leads to 
reliance on others. You can ask parents 
and friends to cart you around, but it isn’t 
always convenient and usually leads to 


you paying for their gas. 


Some simply opt for the county’s bus 
system. It’s overcrowded, unreliable, and 
nonexistent after 10 p.m. But it’s a 


lifeline for those who use it. again. 


Very few people choose to ride the bus, 
and those that do must be masochists. The 
pain starts before the bus arrives. The long, 
lonely walk to the stop can be trying, or 
downright tragic if the bus flies right past as 
you curse the driver who neglected to stop. 

When you finally get on the bus, after a 45 
minute wait, the search for a seat begins. 
Most of the time, the seats are taken by the 
time the driver pulls up to your stop. If one 
is available, it has gum or some undeter- 
mined substance stuck to it. 

After stopping every two or three blocks 
to pick up bikes, wheelchairs, and dozens of 
screaming kids, you finally arrive at your 
destination - better known as the point where 
you transfer from one bus to another. 

Here, the steps from above are repeated - 


The voyage finally ends with you making 
it to where you need to go, or bailing out of 
one of the emergency exits. 

Maybe I’ve simply spent too much time 
riding around OC and seen more than my 
fair share of the bad aspects of public transit. 

Recently, the Orange County Transporta- 
tion Authority made strides to improve the 
system. Late night service was added on 
many routes, as well as increases in service. 
Talks have also begun about building a rail 
system from Irvine to Fullerton. 

But these changes don’t make bus riding in 
OC any more than a last resort for desperate 
people without a car. The OCTA wants you 
to “Take the bus with us.” 

Frankly I’d rather have someone hand me 
the keys, I need to find a parking space.
